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FASSETT TO BE CHAIRMAN. 


He Beats Mr. cullom as the Tempo- 
rary Officer. 


TIDE RUNNING TOJVARD BLAINE.

Auything to beat tite isa eae fight. ba 
the eve of the convention the Presaident’s fol- 
lowers have given ‘out that they will contest 
every inch ot the ground. They will fight for 
the Temporary Chairmanship. They will op- 
nose everything that does not bear the admin- 
istration brand. This is given out by John C. 
New, Gen. Michener, and the other personal 
representatives of the President. If they felt 
sure of their ground they would not be 80 
ready to engage in a struggie over all the 
minor questions. They will protest against 
the contested delegations which the Na- 
tional committee places on the roll, because 
all these are not for Harrison, They will try 
to capture the Committee on Credent s, and 
failing in that at a later stage will carry the 
fight into the convention itself—at least they 
say they will. 

The purpose of this kind of a campaign is 
plain enough. If they had any certainty of 
the votes which are necessary to nominate 
Harrison they would go at it at once and let 
the preliminary questions alone. But, lack- 
ing these votes, their hope is to bring about a 
condition of affairs which may also make 
Blame's nowination impossible and open the 
way for a third man. It is worth noting that 
the Harrison men are likely to get worsted in 
the preliminary skirmishes. This will empha- 
size still further the lack of votes which are 
needed fora Harrison majority. The signs 
that it will injure Blaine are few. : 

° Advantages of a Skirmish. 

The probability of the convention opening 

up witha skirmish all along the line adds 
to its interest. After a good rough and 
tumble struggle at the beginning of the con- 
vention the surplus energy will expend itself 
and the party will come out ready to give its 
united support to the nominee. 

The Harrison leaders do not see it that way 

just yet, but they will later on. At present 
they are in bad humor. 5 
The scheme of paving the way for a dark 
horse started off well this morning. Maj. 
MecKinley’s arrival centefed attention on him. 
The decision of the Michigan delegation to 
flop back to Gen. Alger was also interpreted 
as favorable to other candidates. It reduced 
Mr. Blaine's vote on the first ballot by from 
twenty-five to thirty. As the Harrison plan is 
to preyent the ex-Secretary’s nomination on 
‘the first, bailot they found some comfort in 
the Alger move. As to the Michigan candi- 
date himself. it may be said in all kindr 


fe votes from Blaine for a while and that will be 

ead all, Mr. Blaine’s supporters will not be seri- 

ously disturbed by the movement, though 
they would naturally prefer to have their 
Michigan votes from the start. 

Concerning Maj. McKinley’s chances ther 
is littie to be said ténight. Sentimental Mas- 
sachusetts people who would like to see him 
no.ninated, but who are afraid to put him in 
the tield openly, will not have much influence 
on the convention so long as his own State 
declines to take that step. The Ohio Gover- 
nor himself recognizes the situation, for he 
talked nothing but Harrison all day. If he is 
to have any chance at all it must come at a 
late stage uf the convention. For the present 
itmay be dismissed as a remote contingency. 

_ Current Turned Toward Blaine. 

The tide during the afternoon drifted 
steadily toward Blaine. The country at large 
is beginning to make itself heard, and ma- 
chine delegates controlled by officeholders find 
it hard to withstand the current. That none 
of them do so is due to strong moorings which 
the administration succeeded in throwing out 
at a time when nobody believed Mr. Blaine 
could be induced to accept the nomination, As 
it is, a wail loud and long goes up from many 
of the delegates who were instructed for Har- 
rison or were surrounded on all sides by ad- 
ministration influences. If they could only 
vote for Harrison on the first ballot and then 
join the Blaine procession, they would be 
happy to do so, but the fear confronts them 
that there muy be no second ballot and their 
perplexities increase. ae 

An index of this feeling was shown today in 

a number of the delegations wich refused to 
be polled. Delegates who were trying to 
élimb out of the administration intrenchments 
were in no burry to have it put down in black 
and white that they were committed to Harri- 
son. 

An illustration of this was seen in the snub 
which the Illinois delegation gave to Mr. Jo- 
seph G.Cannon. Another instance was foynd 
in the Georgia delegation. Mr. Buck, the able 
Federal officeholder who has manipulated that 
delegation, has committed it to Harrison bod- 
ily, but the delegates are not ready to be trans- 

» ferred. When the effort was made to have a 

poll taken it was defeated, and the Georgians | 
declined to go on record. In Missouri simi- 
lar action was taken, and two or three other 
Southern States found themsel unable to 


Danger in the South. 


The Indiana people early recognized their 
danger in the South. Frederick Douglass was 
started out to remind the colored delegates of 
their obligations to the administration. As 
the Harrison columns wavered most in the 
States where Mr. Douglass was doing mission- 
- gry labor his influence may be doubted. War- 
ner Miller and the New-Yorkers themselves 
did a little work in arguing with the Southern- 
ers. These people remember that it was New 
Tork State, with Mr. Platt and Mr. Miller at 
its head, which nominated Gen. Harrison in 
1888. When these leaders went about today

Harrison Cannot Carry New York. 

Thirty members of the New York delega- 
tion went around this evening to the various 
State headquarters at the West Hotel and in- 
no possible chance carrying the’ Empire 
State for the Republican party. To the argu- 
ment that Mr. Harrison carried the State four 
years ago they replied that at that time they 
had acampaign fund of $1,000,000, Under 
open system of voting which 
then prevailed campaign funds of 
that kind told. Under the system of voting 
which prevails in New York now under the 
Saxon law, a campaign fund of that size 
would do no good for the Republican party. 
It would not enable them to offset the weak- 
ness of a weak candidate. The message thus 
delivered to the various delegates made quite 
an impression and it is believed that nfany of 
the delegates who had hesitated to vote for 
Blaine hitherto will come into line for Blaine. 
Senator Hiscock in order to offset the work 
done by the thirty delegates referred to above 
went around and spoke in the various head- 
quarters urging a continuance of the great and 
dignified administration of Mr. Harrison for 
four years longer. Whether this talk had any 
effect in view of the fact that Senator His- 
cock represents but a mere fraction of the 
New York delegation it is difficult to pay. 


Breaks in the South. | 


The Blaine managers are hilarious tonight 
and maintain that there is a serious break in 


the South and that Southern delegates are 


preparing to swing into line for Blaine, Texas 
and Alabama are the latest additions claimed 
by the Blaine column. A gainof six ig claimed 
in Alabama and of ten in Texas. Delegate- 
at-Large Crawford of Texas came over to the 
Biaine camp this afternoon bringing with him 
nine colored delegates. There are about 
seventy-eight votes involved in contests and 
of this number they say the subcummittee of 
the National committee will seat over sixty 
Blaine delegates in the temporary organiza- 
tion. These men all have a vote when it 
comes to the acceptance of the report of the 
Committee on Credentials, as the Blaine men 
have control of the organization.

FIRST BLOOD FOR BLAINE, 


Bis Friends Choose Fassett as the Tempo- 

rary Chairman, 
’ Mrywearotis, Minn., June 6.—J. Sloat 
Fassett of New York will be Temporary Chair- 
man of the convention. The meeting of the 
National committee this morning used up an 
hour or two without apy tangible resuit, and 
all the afternoon and early evening was con- 
sumed in negotiations which are equally 
fruitless. 

The candidate of the Blaine members of the 
committee was J. Sloan Fassett of New York, 
but the Harrison people vigorously objectea 
to his selection. They said they thought some 
one should be chosen who had not been one of 
the leaders on either side of the Presidential 
contest. The Blaine people maintained that 
Mr. Fassett would be eminently fair to all 
parties, but the Harrison members evidently 
did not desire that tne selection of the New 


of a Blaine victory. 

Mr. Clarkson and the other Blaine members 
finally expressed their willingness to select 
Mr. McKinley as the temporary Chairman, 
but some one stated that the Ohio Goveruor 
did not desire to be considered a candidate 
for this honor, and as he was generally under- 
stood to be iikely to be selected for the 
higher honor of Permanent Chairman 


no further attempt was made to com 


promise on his name. The President’s 
friends suggested Senator Cullom of 
Illinois, as a man who ought to be suitable to 
all parties, but the Blaine men promptly ob- 
jected.

When the night session assembled the Har- 
vison men made their fight in the committee 
‘and the result was their defeat by a vote of 
twenty-nine votes for Fassett and twenty 
for Cullom, so that Fassett will be Tempo- 
rary Chairman of the convention.

Blaine Will Have a Majority if the Fig- 
ures Are Correct. 
Minnzapouis, Minn., June 6.—[Special.]— 
The following table is compiled from cun- 
vasses made by Tae Imo reporters. Al- 


lowance is made for the changes which have

MR CANNON BEATEN 


Harrison’s Lieutenants De- 
feated n Illinois. 


THEY SEEK A TEST VOTE 


And Discover That They Have 
Not a Majority. 


VICTORY FOR BLAINE MEN. 


Great Strength Shown in the Prairie 
State. 


W. J. CAMPBELL, IS RE-ELECTED. 


Mryweapouis, Minn., June 6.— [Special. — 
Joseph G. Cannon of Danville is not quite so 
sure today as he was yesterday that his friend 
and patron, Benjamin Harrison, will get the 
votes of the Illinois delegation on the first 
ballot. In fact the ex-Congressaman has 
some doubt now as to whether Harrison will 
get a decisive majority at all. He was rudely 
awakened this forenoon: from the pleasant 
dream he has been indulgingin since his Post- 
masters and collectors rushed Harrison in- 
structions through at the fag end of the Re- 
publican State Convention ut Springfield in 
the early part of last month, 

Mr. Cannon attempted this morning when 
the Illinois delegation met for organization to 
rush through a resolution in favor of a poll of 
the vote. He did this avowedly in the interest 
of Mr. Harrison. In seconding the resolution, 
which his friend Joseph Robbins of Quincy 
presented, Mr. Cannon made ut plain that he 
would consider the vote on it as a test of his 
candidate’s strength in the delegation. The 
motion to proceed to a ballot, however, was 
lost—21 to 21. There were only forty-two del- 
egates at the meeting. Four known Blaine 
men were absent at the time. One of these,

months ago, Mr. Blaine was not a candidate. 
There was no opposition to Mr. Harrison, and 
the resolutions of instructions were passed 
unanimously as a matter of course. The dis- 
tricts which the gentlemen represent are now 
strongly for Blaine, and the probability »s 
the three delegates referred to will vote for 
him on the first ballot when the voting com- 
mences, tomorrow or the day after, as the case 
may be. 


Cannon Was Obstinate. 


His friends told Mr. Cannon it was not 
prudent to test the temper of, the delega- 
tion, but he insisted on his motion for a poll. 
The result has been disastrous. The vote is 
considered a test one. 

The Harrison men are now convinced that 
they cannot count on more than half of the 
Illinois delegation and they have their doubts 
concerning that half. The news of the action 
of the Illinois delegation spread rapidly. It 
was considered a serious setback to the Har- 
rison boom, and albefforts of Mr. Cannon and 
the Harrison boomers to explain it away have 
been of no avail. 

The delegates from the southern and central 
districts of the State, who acted with Mr. 
Cannon this morning, are now doubting the 
wisdom of following his leadership any 
longer. They are beginning to think that it 
would be wiser to follow the wish of the vast 
majority of the voters of their respective dis- 
tricts and vote for Mr. Blaine. Since the 
action of the delegation was taken the Cook 
County Blaine men have been besieged by 
inquiries on the part of the central and 
sothern district delegates as to Mr. Blaine’s 


popularity in Chicago, the effect of his nomi- 


nation on the prospects of the State ticket, 
and other pertinent matters. Many of them 


have gone away convinced that the best in- | 


terests of the party demand the nomination of 
Blaine. This sentiment is likely to grow and 
it would not be surprising if M® Blaine should 
secure a majority of the Lilinois vote on the 
first ‘ballot. 

It is admitted that he will receive the votes 
of all but the immediate following of Mr. 
Cannon on the second ballot, if one is neces- 
sary for achoice. The efforts of the Cullom 
and Cannon men will hereafter be directed to 
securing doubting and hesitating delegates for 
Harrison on the first ballot on the promise 
that the delegation as a whole will go to 
Biaine on the second. The Blaine men un- 
derstand the purport of this movement and 
these tactics and will fight them at every 
point, They insist that the Blaine men should 
vote for Blaine on the first ballot, because 
they believe that a second ballot will not be 
necessary. The Blaine delegates are begin- 
ning to see this, and some who have been 
hitherto rather lukewarm supporters of the 
man from Maine way consider it prudent 
politics to be with the winner, 


Rumors of Dark Horses. 

A rumor started on its way around the Illinois 
headquarters this afternoon that Mr. Cullom 
was in receipt of a letter from the President, 
requesting the Senator, in the event of 
Harris m's failure to secure the nomination 
on the first ballot, to withdraw him and vote 
for some new candidate. Whether this rumor 
has any foundation in fact or not, it is being 
used by the Federal officeholders as a means 
to obtain sympathy votes for the President on 
the first ballot, It may be that two or three 
weak-kneed delegates will be influenced by 
talk of this kind, but the prospect now is that 
Illinois will be all right for Blaine at the 
proper time, which is the first formal ballot. 

The proceedings of the Illinois delegate 
meeting at the Nicollet House this morning 
were interesting and at times rather exciting. 


Senator Cullom was selected for Chairman of 


the caucus and subsequently for Chairman of 
the delegation by a unanimous vote, the anti- 
Cullom Cook County men seconding the nom- 
ination of Mr. Cullom, which was made by 
Mr. Stanby of Rock Falls, in the Seventh Dis- 
trict. James Robert Burns Van Cleave, the 
City Clerk of Chicago, was chosen as the liter- 
ary bureau of the delegation during the con- 
vention. There was no opposition to the se- 
lection of William J. Campbell for National

_Eliwood of De Kalb, and right well aid they 
perform the duty intrustea to them. 

When Dr. Robbins presented the motion 


for a poll of the delegation Ald. Kerr made a 


motion to adjourn. At the same time Del. 
egates Swift and Gilbert of Chicago and Gray 
of Fulton withdrew from the meeting. They 
were not prepared to say how they were going 
to vote just then. Mr. Kerr’s motion to ad- 
journ was voted down viva voce. At least 
Chairman Senator Cullom declared that it was, 
and the doubting supporters of Mr. 
Kerr did not care to challenge 
the decision just then. Mr. Robbins 
then spoke in support of his motion, declar- 
ing that it was usual to poll the vote of the 
State delegation before going into convention. 
He said that the vote taken then was an ex-

Mr. Cannon did not permit his friend Dr. 
Robbins to reply, but proceeded at once to 
repudiate his statement that the vote was to be 
taken because it was a custom or merely to sat- 
isfy curiosity. He said: It has been rumored 
throughout this city that our delegation stood 
so mauy for Blaine and so many for Harri- 
son. These gentlemen, both of them, are well 
known to the public; they have been before 
the public long enough.

We come here for conference; we 
want to find the candidate who will receive 
the largest vote, who will give confidence to 
the party; who will inspire enthusiasm ; whose 
nomination will mean victory. 1 was not in- 
structed by my convention; I have not been 
in town long enough to decide definitely how 
I will cast my vote, and I do not want to be 
dictated to, and I do not believe in a cheap 
claptrap practice of extorting a vote here to 
influence a vote somewhere else. 

Mr. Cannon—There is no necessity for the 
gentleman’s voting just now for any of the 
two candidates.

Moreover, these 
publications declared by indirection at least 
that Maj. MeKmiey was ungrateful to Blaine 
ana ought to keep out of his way. The singu- 
lar part of the whole affair is the fact that the 
McKimley boom appeared in local papers of 
pronvunced Harrison proclivities. They de- 
clared for McKinley in one paragraph and 
knifed him in another.

BLAINE ATTACKED BY SHEPARD, 


Republicans of New York Horrifſled by the 
Colonel’s Outburst. 

New York, June 6.— Special.] —Republio- 
ans here, irrespective of faction or Presi- 
dential] preferences, were horrified this after- 
noon when their attention was called to a 
double leaded article under a Minneapolis 
date line published in the Mail and Express, 
and written by Col. Elliott F. Shepard. That 
is was entirely characteristic of this cherished 
champion of the Presideut's cause was to be 
expected.

It would be difficult to determine which is 
the angrier faction tonight, the Blaine or 
Harrison men.

The Blaine men, while intensely indignant 
at this untruthful, unmanly, and ill-advi sed 
attack on Mr. Blaine, are buying up all the 
copies of the paper to be bad and mailin 
them to Minneapolw., Col. Shepard wil 
doubtless be able to spell boomerang 
with capital letters before many hours 
have passed. If anythi was needed to 
insure the nomination of Blaine beyond per- 
adventure, this will do it. The personal at- 
tack on Mr. Blaine 1s not the worst feature of 
this last Harrisonian pronouncement. It as- 
sails the honor of the entire Republican party 
in a way calculated to make dyed-in-the-wool 
Democrats dance with joy.

It is well known that Mr. Van Horne has for- 
sworn his American birthright and become a nat- 
uralized subject of Queen Victoria, and that he is 
pursuing first a knighthood for himself and sec- 
ondiy a peerage, thus following in the foot- 
steps of George Stephen. his _predecessor 
as President of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, who was first made Sir George Stephen and 
since his resignation ‘of the Presidency of that 
railway company has been raised to the peerage 
under the title of Lord Mount Stephen. Mr. 
Van Horne has the reputation in Canada of ac- 
complishing everything he undertakes, and a 
particular friend of his, who has known him for 
years, residing in Winnipeg, declares positively 
that Mr. Van Horne is now after a peerage, and 
if he can carry the election in the United States 
and thus secure free trade with our country for 
Canada and England be will besure to get his 
peerage. ' 

The expenditure of money for political purposes 
by the Canadian Pacific Railroad company is 
nothing new. it is most intimately dovetailed 
into the Government of the Dominion of Canada, 
which guarantees its bonds and 3 per cent inter- 
est on its stock. The earnings of the company 
have never been anywhere near enough for these 
purposes, and the government has had to pay, 
which chiefly accounts for the enormous debt 
of $300,000,000 owing by Canada, athough she has 
a population of only about 4,500,000 people. 
Every wearer of a Blaine badge or plumein Min- 
neapolis at this time is spending Canadian Pacific 
railway money, even though he may not know it; 
yet he does know that those things are furnished 
to him without any cost to himself. The English 
origin of the plumes is unwittingly let out of the 
bag by their being made up of three ostrich 
feathers, which is the crest of the Prince of 
Wales. 

Says Harrison Expected It, 

The vicious attack on Mr. Blaine, which 
prefaces these libelous statements, is of 
secondary importance. Col. Shepard says 
with apparent authority: 

The Blaine bubble has been pricked, The resig- 
nation of the Secretary of State has collapsed the 
gas bag and it is folded up and laid away like the 
covering of an umbrella which has neither handle 
nor ribs. It is now entirely proper to state that 
President Harrison has expected that. notwith- 
standing Mr. Blaine’s profession of loyalty and 
formal written declaration not to be a candidate 
for the Presidential nominauon before the Min- 
neapolis convention, Mr. Blaine would do some- 
thing, either by resigning his position as Secre- 
tary of State or in some other way put himself in 
a position to be a candidate. 

He then goes on to speak of Mr. Blaine’s 
“‘weakness, vacillation, and vanity,” and 
makes further remarkable statements (which 
forcibly and significantly recall the reported 
snubbing which he is said to have suffered at 
the hands of Emmons Blaine) as follows: 

But behind this resignation there is another 
performance by Mr. Blaine which shows his weak- 
ness, vacillation, and vanity. Mr. Blaine’s 
friends proposed that the President should trans- 
fer to him publicly, either by an interview given 
to the press or in some other way, all the glory of 
the successful negotiations of reciprocity 
treaties with other nations and of the 
settlement with Chile; in maintaining the 
dignity and honor of our flag: of the Bering Sea 
negotiations: in compelling England to acknowl- 
edge our rights by arbitration; and if the Presi- 
dent would do this and allow that Mr. Blaine had 
conducted all the negotiations, and by wire when 
he was absent from Washington, then Mr. 
Blaine would take hold energetically to secure 
President Harrison’s renomination. President 
Harrison declined to make any such agreement, 
stating that history would not be altered ; that he 
made no special claim for — : and that he did 
not see how Mr. Blaine's reputation before the 
country could be efited by misrepresentation. 

No comment is necessary. The most irre- 
sponsible and unconscionable Democrat that 
lives would not repeat this slander without 
biushing at his own effrontery.

NEGROES DEMAND PROTECTION, 


Organized Movement by Them to Fight for 
New Laws. 

MixxIATOLIs, Minu., June 6.—The meeting 
which was started at Chicago having for its 
object the protection of the negroes in the 
South from violence and lawlessness and in 
their right to vote has come in Minneapolis to 
a point where it seems to figure in the polit- 
ical fight over the nomination for President. 
The movement now has the support of John 
M. Langston of Virginia, while ex-Senators 
Bruce and Lynch, who represent the other 
wing of the negro element, are opposed to 
the scheme. Enngeton today said that the 
negroes pro to push the matter. He 
said: The feeling of the colored people, in 
one word, is this: that any needed legislation 
with respect to the protection of the 
white and colored voters of the 
South should be secured through the agency 
of the Republican party of the United States, 
If there is no need for legislation, it is the feel- 
ing of the colored people and their friends 
that the laws heretofore enacted shall be 

romptly and effectually enforced. These 
aws, calculated to enforce the doctrines and 
principles of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments, have been entirely ignored and 
left neglected and unenforced by the present 
Administration of the Gener vernment. 

It is generally felt by the colored people 
that Attorney-Gener 1 Miller is a man want- 
ing in legal knowledge and disposition to en- 
force the laws upon the basis of reconstruction 
in the South; that he will, in fact, do 
nothing as Attorney-General to this 
end.

We mean to organize and to get 
from the National convention a high, brave, 
patriotic utterance on the subject of the pro- 
tection of the negroes in the South.“ 

Auditor Lynch vf the Treasury said that he 
has not heard of any organized movement 
and announced himself as opposed to it. He 
said that the colored men expected of the Re- 
publican party and would secure of it recogni- 
tion of their rights. What they wanted and 
would ask was that the party should put in its 
platform a plank guaranteeing to the colored 
man the right to vote and to be free from in- 
timidation. They wanted a law passed for the 
Federal control of elections wherever a right 
was denied tothem, but he again remarked 
that he would not take part in such a move-4 
ment as the present seemed to be.

MixxnATOoLIS. Minn., June 6.—[Special.]—

Lieut. Frank J. Sprague Talks on Coming 
Development of Electric Railways.”

Sprague, President of the institute on The 
Coming Developments of the Eleétric Rail- 
way.“ It was an able and instructive docu- 
ment, and showed how electricity a8 
a motive power could be used 
to utmost advantage in intramural and 
suburban frafficand in the transferring of 
freights from one line to another by a belt 
line, at the same time d away 
with all smoke, He showed won- 
derful development of electric railways 
in the country du the last few years 
and predicted the fur rapid advance of 
electric power in many directions. It ma 
not displace steam in the operation of trun 
railways, but will create a wide field 
of effort of its own and replace 
much power now produced by steam, 
What is of particular interest to Chicago, he 
said, was a freight-transfer system to be op- 
erated by a belt line of six tracks crussing 
the main lines entering the city, but outside 
the city limits. This could be done by elec. 
——. more safely and expeditiously than by 
steam.

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FIGHT TO A FINISH. 


NEW YORK’S DEMOCRATIC DELE- 
GATION SOLID FOR HILL, 


They Adopt a Resolution Showing They 
Are in the Battie to Sfay— Will Meet in 
Chiesgo June 17 — Smooth Game of 
Hotel Swindlers — Granitecutters to 
Strengthen the Strikers’ Position —Sus- 


News of the Metropolis. 

New Yorx, June 6.—[Special.]—That the 
Hill men, otherwise the New York delegation 
to the National convention at Chicago, are in 
the struggle for a fight to the finish was 
demonstreted tonight at a meeting in the 
Hoffman House. It was a meeting of the 
seventy-two delegates chosen at Albany to 
represent the Empire State at Chicago. In 
addition the four delegates-at-large were pres- 
ent. In fact,every big gun in the Democratic 
party of the State was on hand. 

Prior to the meeting proper, which did not 
begin until 8:30 o’clock, there was a half- 
hour's eonference in the room of Chairman 
Edward Murphy in the Hoffman House, At 
this meeting there were present Richard 
Croker, Hugh McLaughlin, Gov. Flower, 
Lieut.-Gov. Shehan, Elliott Danforth, Frank 
Rice, and James W. Ridgeway. The object of 
the meeting was the consideration of a reso- 
tion, which, it was said, had been drafted 
under the direction of Senator Hill in Wash- 
ington and brought to this city Sunday by 
Lieut.-Gov. Shehan. 

Following is the sense of the resolution, 
which it is the intentionto have the delegation 
adupt unanimously: 

* We will not vote for the nomination of 
Grover Cleveland under any circumstances, 
on the ground that he is not an available can- 
didate for the Presideney.”’ | 

Whether this resolution should be intro- 
duced in the meeting or not was the cause of 
the conference. It was finally decided that 
it would be bad politics to introduce it so it 


was killed. 

Meanwhile all the delegates had gathered in 
the meeting place. The only two men who 
were not present or represented by alternates 
were Frederick Cook of Rochester and George 
Ehret, the brewer, All the others with the 
exception of Congressman Fellows, Cum- 
mings, and Bacon, and Delegates Purroy, 
Tennent, Lang, Kirk, and Perry Belmont, 
who were represented by alternates, were pres- 
ent. 

Instructed for Hill, 

Chairman Murphy began the proceedings by 
naming Gov. Fiower as Chairman of the New 
York delegation to the Chicago con veation. 
This was quickly seconded and carried, but the 
Governor, who modestly occupied one of the 
rear seats, said that it would be impossible for 
him to oe in Chicago for any length of time 

rior to the convention. He thought the 

‘hairman of the delegation should be on hand 
several days in advance. He intended being 
present at the actual convention, but that was 
all. Then he proposed that Edward Murphy 
should be awarded the place. This was car- 
ried without further argument. 

Then the unit resolution was offered by 
Gen. Henry W. Slocum. It was as follows: 

** Resolved, That this delegation declares 
its purpose to urge and vote for the nomina- 
tion of D. B. Hill by the National convention 
until he ehall be nominated or as long as he 
will permit his name to be used as a candi-

After the meeting Mr. Wood explained his 
vote by saying: “I opposed it because 
thought it was in bad taste to offer a resolu- 
tion of that kind at this time and place. The 
right time and place for it is in Chicago.

The 
meeting adjourned after a committee on vis- 
iting delegations had been appointed, com- 
posed as follows: Cockran and McClure, New 
York; Ridgway and Delmar of Kings, Brown 
of Jefferson, Bulger of Oswego, Eustace of 
Chemung, and Beebe of Sullivan. 

Henry Villard, the Northern Pacific railroad 
magnate, proposes to take an active part in 
the work of renominating Cleveland. The 
first indication of his purpcse was made re- 
cently to the committee which had charge of 
the May convention organization in this city. 
Mr. Villard sent them a note of encourage- 
ment, assured them of his sympathy, and in- 
closed.a check for $1,000 as a contribution to 
the cause. 

Next week, either Monday or Tuesday, Mr. 
Villard is going to Chicago to remain there 
until the Democratic convention is over. He 
has influence with the delegates from the West 
and Northwest, and he will not hesitate to use 
it in any honorable way that will secure them in 
the interest of Cleveland. If Cleve. 
land is nominated his friends expect 
to raise $200,000 in New York City within a 
week. The story is that E. C. Benedict is 
confident that he can secure among his Wall 
street friends subseriptions for at least 
$100,000, With $200,000 they assert that a per- 
fect organization can be secured in the State 
and one which will overcome all factional 
difficulties. 


CLEVER HOTEL SWINDLING GAME, 


Bageage Claimed on Spurious Checks—The 
Gilsey House Worked for Dinners. 

Nuw York, June 6.—A clever scheme to 
beat several of the first-class hotels in this 
city was unfolded at Jefferson Market yester- 
day. 

The other day Proprietor Taylor of the St. 
Denis learned that in December last a small 
parcel was left by a stranger and a metal 
check given in exchange for it. A few days 
after the stranger returned for it, saying that 
he had lost the check, but the package was re- 
fused. Proprietor Laylor found that it con- 
tained an Appleton's Guide” stuffed with 
@iamonds, jewelry, and pawn tickets and 
placed it in his safe. The parcel remained 
there until last Thursday, when Taylor re- 
ported the matter to Inspector Steers. 

A metal check manufacturer said he had re- 
ceived an order for several hundred checks 
from the St. Denis. Manager Taylor denied 
giving the order. Having obtained a descrip- 
tion of the customer the detectives then visited 
the Cortlandt Printing company, No. 62 
Cortlandt street, where they found the same 
man had ordered 2,000 dinner checks of the 
Gilsey House. The man was recognized as 
Nathaniel Akerman, a green-goods man, and he 
was arrested Friday. A check stolen from 
the St. Denis and used as a sample was found 
on him. He gave the names of his confed- 
erates as Burt Borrows, the check clerk of the 
St. Denis; Orrin J. Ott, cashier in the Gilsey 
House café; and Charles W, assistant 
cashier in the same hotel. Ott and Borrows 
were arrested, but Loew fled. 

Akerman told that their scheme was to give 
the baggage checks to express companies for 
collection of the baggage, while dinner checks 
were used in the Gilsey Café. When the 
checks were for large amounts Ott slipped 
smaller ones into the bill, pocketing the bal- 
ance. Manager Brockway says checks 
have been thus disposed of at a loss of $1,000 
to KI, 200 to the hotel. Whoin the package of 
diamonds belongs to is still a mystery. The 
three prisoners were remanded until today.

John Korreck and Dennis Ryan, Alias 
Murphy, Killed Him for $35. 

Two footpads, neither of whom is over 18 
years old, confessed to the police yesterday 
afternoon that they murdered John Hinkley 
of Pullman for 885. The self-confeased mur- 
derers are John Korreck and Dennis Ryan, 
alias Murphy, who have, since their earliest 
recollections, made their homes in the dives 
which abound ia that part of Chicago known 
as the levee. The crime was committed on 
the Illinois Central tracks near Twelfth street 
about midnight May 8. 

Hinkley's body was found Iyi 
tracks severul hours later.

FRANCIS JOSEPH’S ANNIVERSARY, 


The King of Hungary Honored by His 


People at Buda Pesth. 

Buüpa-Prern, June 6.—A throng of people 
today attended the /étes held here in honor of 
the anniversary of the coronation of Emperor 
Francis Joseph as King of Hungary, he hav- 
ing been crowned June 8, 1867. The houses 
were gayly decorated and there were many 
triumphal arches.

Brookman sent in an ordinance pro- 
viding That no person shall employ or use 
any wagon or other vehicle drawn by two or 
more horses, mules, or other animals for the 
transportation of sanu and gravel upon, along 
or over the streets, alleys, and public ways of 
the City of Chicago except such wagons and 
vehicles as shall have felloes and tires not less 
than four und one-half inches in breadth.“ A 
fine of $5 to $15 is provided for each violation. 
It was referred to the Judiciary committee. 

Ald. Bartine sent in an ordinance granting 
a franchise to the Chicago Parsel Express and 
Messenger company. It provides for per- 
mission to erect and maintain 200 steel boxes 
on street corners in which parcels may be de- 
posited. A bond of $5,000 is required, the 
franchise runs twenty years, and a rate of 10 
cents r fifteen-pound package shall be 
cha It was referred to the Streets and 
Alleys committees West, South, and North. 

Ald. Gahan called up an ordinance recom- 
mended by the Judiciary committee and 
moved its passage. Ald. Dixon explained that 
the ordinance was the same as the old ordi- 
nance requiring that men emplo to run 
boilers be licensed, that ordinance having ex- 
pired by limitation, The ordinance was 
passed—yeas, 38; nays, 15. As soon as the 
result was announced Ald, Madden moved that 
the vote be reconsidered. He said a reading 
of the ordinance’ showed that it would require 
that all plants to generate steam or even 
should be run by alicensed engineer, which 
would be a hardship in a multitude of cases, 
especially in private residences. The ordi-

The proportion of those left, to 
say the least doubtful, in those old slave 
States might settle the Presidential question, 
but Blaine hes nothing to give for any change 
of vote. 

The Governors of most of the Northern 
States are now Wemocratic and the State 
patronage is not within Blaine control. He is 
just as strong at home as is Harrison. He has 
Maine solidly behind him, as always, without 
the least rebellion. He also has New England 
behind him, as the President has not all the 
West contiguous to Indiana, If Blaine were 
now sustained by a public sentiment which 
would reach the convention by telegraph and 
the mails he might beat Harrison with the 
work which is being done for him on the spot.

The returns show an aggregate yield in 1889 
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ry were willing the decline in the catch of white. 
fish has kept pace with that of 
other species. The yield of 1,064,000 pounds 
in 1880 dwindled to only 23,383 pounds in 1889, 
the decrease being 97.80 per cent. The least 
decrease is exhibited by Lake Erie, where the 
catch in 1880 is almost duplicated in 1889, the 
decrease being only 10,028 pounds, or 0,30 per 
cent. The most serious decline is noticeable 
in Lake Michigan, in which considerably 
more than half yield in 1880 was obtained, 
and where the loss in 1889, 6,506,429 pounds, 
was greater than the output in the same year, 
4 to 54.08 2 cent, 

Fisheries on Lake Michigan are carried on 
(in two counties in the State of Illinois border- 
ing upon that lake, two counties similarly sit- 

uated in Indiana, nineteen counties in Michi- 
gan, and eleven counties in Wisconsin. 

In Cook County, III., the apparatus used con- 
sists principally of 8 lines, gill nets, 
and pouud nets. The catch includes buffalo 
fish, carp, eels, herring. lawyers, muskallunge, 
perch, pickerel, sheep: „ Sturgeon, suck- 
ers, trout, wall-eyed pike, and whitefish, which 
is all sold in Chicago either fresh or smoked.

Death List of British Kailways, 

It appears from a return issued yesterday that 
there were 1,247 persons killed and 11,500 injured 
during the year ending the 3ist December last 
upon the railways of the United Kingdom, this 
being an increase on the numbers for the pre- 
vious year. Accidents to trains, rolli stock, 
permanent way, etc., caused the death of 17 per- 
sons and injury to 1,029, 12 of those killed and 154 
of the injured being servants of the companies, 
and the remainder passengers. The far greater 
number of killed lost their lives by causes other 
than accidents to truins.—London News.

xxx PRESIDENTIAL TERM OF OFFICE. 


When the Senators get through with the two 
‘National conventions they ought to take up 
act on the joint resolution submitted over 


two weeks ago by the Committee on Civil 


2 Service. proposing so to amend the Constitu- 


tion as to make the term of office of President 


and Vice-President six years instead of four, 
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the former to be ineligible for immediate re- 
election. The change is to take effect March 
4, 1897, which will be the commencement of 
the term of the President who will be chosen 
four years from next fall. 

In view of the repeated expressidns of public 
sentiment, coming from ali sections and both 
parties, in favor f such an alteration of the 
Constitution, the Senate should submit this 
amendment to the States so that they may 
have an ity to express themselves 
officially on the subject. It is the belief of 
Tun Tumor that three-fourths of them will 
vote to ratify it, and that one of the evils o 
‘the American governmental system, the ex- 
‘istence of which has been recognized and de- 
plored for so many years, will be rooted out. 

This paper has always favored this pro- 
posed constitutional change. It has done so 


with an eye not merely to the interests of the 


country, but to those of the incumbents of 
the Presidential chair. Four years is too 
short aterm. No matter how well equipped 
a man may be when he enters the White 


| 7 House he still bas much to learn and much to 
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do before he can sbttle down to the thorough 
and satisfactory discharge of his duties. Give 
him six years, the term of office of a Senator, 
und he will be able to do good service for the 
country. . 

The first year of a President's term is spent 


in getting broken into the harness and dis- 
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posing of the officeseekers. By the time his 
third year bas begun he cannot help looking 
forward to the day—which seems so near— 
when he will have to give way to another. He 
thinks of the little he has done, of the many 
things he would like to see done, makes up

CREEK DISASTER. 

The 5 pon . — destruction suddenly 
has been shifted to the East. The floods and 
cyclones which during the last month have 
destroyed hundreds of lives in the Mississippi 
Valley and wiped out fifty millions of prop 
erty between Kansas City and New Orleans, 
not counting prospective damages to crops 
and losses by stagnation to business among 
merchants and transportation lines, are now 
followed by a combined horror of fire and 
good in Pennsylvania which eclipses in 
destructiveness any disaster since that at 
Johnstown, three years ago. 

It does not mitigate the horror of this trag- 
edy that it was not occasioned by human neg- 
ligence. The little tributary to the Alleghany, 
Oil Creek, in ordinary times both narrow and 
shallow, was swollen suddenly by cloud bursts 
which filled it bank full with a torrent of 
water, inundating many places along its 
course. Numerous oil tanks were swept away, 
the effect of which was to cover its surface 
with inflammable stuff emitting dangerous 
gases. It may have been a locomotivespark, as 
stated, or it may have been some other cause. 
It matters little. Fire was communicated to 
the floating oil. Explosion followed er- 
plosion, and great columns of flame rose high 
above the creek and traveled with inconceiv- 
able rapidity. Within two or three minutes 
of the time of the explosion Oil City 
and Titusville were in flames, and the 
danger came ~so suddenly that many 
had no time to escape. Whatever the 
water touched was instantly on fire and 
Oil Creek, a few minutes before a foaming 
torrent of water, was now a seething, billowy 
mass of swiftly traveling flames. It is proba- 
ble that over 200 persons were burned to 
death ana that two or three millions of prop- 
erty were consumed in the two cities, besides 
great damage to property in other localities 
near by owing to inundation, The total prop- 
erty loss will reach probably about five mill- 
ions. Thousands have lost their homes. Man- 
ufacturing interests have been wiped out. In 
this awful emergency the authorities of the 
two cities have made a public appeal for 
help. It should be answered generously. It 
is no ordinary disaster that has overtaken 
these people, and if subsequent dispatches 
confirm first accounts they will stand sorely 
in need of assistance. Especially should the 
great corporations which have stored their 
product along Oil Creek in such vast quanti- 
ties lend a helping hand to make some com- 
pensation for the disasters they have indirect- 
ly aided. , 


AN ORGAN FINDS A BOGUS PLOT. 

The junior Democratic organ of this city 
has discovered a plot involving shame- 
less perfidy, unblushing deceit, and unparal- 
leled treachery. The foundations of this 
masterwork of iniquity are alleged to have 
* been laid in a conspiracy which originated in 
the National Republican committee.” 

What is this nest-egg of crime which the 
junior organ has been able to bring to light? 
It is that when the committee met ir Decem- 
ber and issued the call for the convention it 
was provided that each State should hold its 
convention not later than thirty days before 
the time fixed for the meeting of the National 
convention. “This thirty-day provision, al- 
though an innovation, excited no particular 
comment at the t me, but was pregnant with 
meaning, according to the well-instructed 
editor of the junior organ. He says: 

The object of the thirty-day provision in the 
call for the Nationg! convention is now apparent. 
It was intended to afford the opportunity to make 
an for another candidate if the re- 
suit of the Sate conventions should hold out the 
possibility of defeating Harrison.

Most Republicans and most Democratic 
politicians will know ofthand what horrid rot 
this is. Tre Republican convention of 1880 
directed the new National committee to pre- 
pare and make public within the next twelve 
months a method of providing for the election 
of delegates to the 1884 convention. It did so. 
One of the rules laid down in the call for that 
year was that the State conventions should be 
held not less than thirty days in advance of 
the National one, and the district conventions 
withm the fifteen days next prior to the meet- 
ing of the State ones. The same provision as 
regards the State conventions was embodied 
in the call for 1888. Where, then, is the “ in- 
novation in the call for the convention of 
1892? 

And thus is the corner-stone, the underpin- 
ning, knocked out from beneath this dread- 
ful “ plot which the junior organ says it has 
unearthed. It would be well for it before it 
tries ite luck as an amateur detective again to 
familiarize itself with facte which are known 
to every man who is in politics. He who pro- 
fesses to be acquainted with what is done at 
the secret gatherings of close-mouthed politi- 
cians and is so well posted regarding the in- 
most thoughts of Mr. Blaine ought to know 
the system of callmg Republican conventions, 
which was made public more than ten years 
ago and has been followed every since. The 
junior organ is a silly thing.

STEWART’S FREE COINAGE BILL. . 
Next week the Senate will resume the con- 
ration of Senator Stewart’s Free Coinage

on a 67-cent standard silver dollar, and 
make this debased dollar a legal tender for 
all existing debts which were created while the 
pllar was stil} worth 100 cents. 
The free silverites are not resisting an at- 
ick made by creditors on debtors, but are 
waging an unprovoked war on the creditors, 
among whom are a million wageworkers and 
others who have loaned money which was 
wprth 100 cents with the expectation that they 
would get back what they loaned. Why 
should they not? What law, human or divine, 
have they violated that they should be de- 
spoiled? Have they committed a crime by 
being economical and by lending their small 
savings to borrowers who asked for accommo- 
dation and who promised to repay in full?

Supposing that this country bad resumed in 
1879 on 87-cent silver dollars, dad that in the 
course of yesers those dollars had denreciated 
till they were worth only 67 cents, or two- 
thirds the value of the standard of the civil- 
ized world!

* extortion and injustice! 

Reverse this picture, and you see exactly 
what the silver knaves, led by Biand, Teller, 
Stewart, Vest, Bryan, Gen. Warner, Bartine, 
et Al., are doing and demanding, and they are 
vilifying everybody who opposes their rascally 
scheme. They are endeavoring to make Con- 
gress a tool to carry out and legalize their 
dishonest projects. The people should un‘ler- 
stand that this is the sum and substance of 
this silver business. 

Ot course the advocates of the 67-cent 
dollar will reply that it was wrong to have the 
country resume on the 100-cent basis, when 
the debts then due were contracted on an 80, 
85, 90 and 95 cent basis.

The great pendulum 
swung back and forth with the ebb and flow 
of defeat and victory. But the purpose of 
the Government always was to redeem the 
green backs in 100-cent money, and after the 
| rebellion was quelled the greenbacks began 


fore the day set for their redemption. A year 
before that date they were worth a little over 
97 cents, and no honest man complained of 
their approach toward par. Every man who 
borrowed money after 1875 knew of this up- 
wald tendency, and was well aware that he 
might have to pay in money which would be 
a little more valuable than that he had bor- 
rowed. But he did not grieve over it. 

In 1874.75 silver began to decline, and has 
kept on declining ever since, , 
gold differs from what it 
That is why the silverites wish to make it the 
standard of value by means of free coinage, 
to expel gold from circulation, substitute 67- 
cent money, and make it a legal tender for 
the payment of ali debts contracted on the 
100 ent basis. That is all there is to the 
knavish trick. 


THE DEMOCRATIC SCRIMPS. 

The clamsy and somewhat inapplicable 
epithet of cheese-parmg has come to be 
generally applied to the Democratic majority 
in the House, headed by the niggardly Hol- 
mah. as the synonym of its humbug economy. 
In its political sense it first came into com- 
mon use some years ago as applied to Con- 
greis when it would. refuse to vote liberal 
appropriations. The term, however, is neither 
des¢riptive nor appropriate. In its primary 
senge, cheese-paring simply means economy 
and does not involve the idea of niggardliness. 
People who eat cheese must pare off the rind, 
which is unfit to eat, and it is a true and proper 
‘economy not to pare the cheese too thick, 
else there will be a foolish waste of good 
cheese, for in cheese, as in meat, or as in the 
case of peaches and potatoes, the nearer the 
bone the sweeter. It is an economy which does 
not include the idoa of meanness, hence it 
cannot apply to Democratic parsimony, 

The meanness of Democratic economy is so 
peculiar and pronounced that it is difficult to 
find a term in the English language which fit- 
ly characterizes it. The noun “scrimp” prob- 
ably comes the nearest to correctness, espe- 
cially if a strong qualifying adjective 1s used 
with it, such, for instance, as “charlatan 
scrimps,”’ “humbug scrimps,” “niggardly 
scrips,” “parsimonious scrimps,”’ or the 
old New England word, near scrimps. The 
Century Dictionary defines a scrimp as a 
“niggard, a pinching miser.“ Webster gives 
the same definitions, and adds, “a close-fisted 
person. But to completely fit this case it 
must be defined still more nicely. To scrimp 
is to|shrink, to scant, to make too small or too 
short. Scrimping an appropriation, for in- 
stunde, is fool economy. It is injurious and 
absolutely wasteful in its outcome, for it 
spoils what is scrimped and damages the pub- 
lic interests. Hence a scrimp is a mean ass 
of a person, a combination of miser, fool, 
and knave. There are various kinds of 
scrimps. Some men scrimp the table and 
half starve their servants. Others scrimp the 
clothing of their children or wives. A calico 
scrimper is known to all shoppers as one of 
the meanest of men. There are scrimps in 
all departments of trade. Some of them are 
so mean they will even scrimp on soap, corn- 
meal, putty, and carrots. In a gegeral way, 
therefore, the Democratic House may be char- 
acterized as a mangy pack of charlatan 
scrim ps. 

The scrimp always is detestable. His of- 
fense is about the lowest in the category of 
despicable qualities that illustrate the mean- 
ness of human nature. Hence it is not pruper 
to the term cheese-parer to these 
Democratic humbugs, because cheese-paring 
is an effort to save in the interests of pure’ 
economy and does not involve the idea of per- 
sonal meanness, while scrimping as practiced 
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‘ing at all. It is downright meanness, begot- 


ten of folly. It is a farcical and fraudulent at-

ing the assembly to take the matter in hand 
‘and rid the community from the present in- 
tolerable evils. 

But Mr. Tommy Moryan said that he thought 
the matter was one outside the legitimate 
sphere of action of the assembly, ana the res- 
olutions were accordingly put to bed and to 
sleep in the pigeon-boles of a committee. 
This is a little astonishing, because the body 
of which Mr. Morgan is one of the shining 
lights is in the habit of regulating everything 
under the sun in the interest of tho “ toiler.” 
It is well known that tne. latter, like many 
other members of the community, is a pretty 
big consumer of beer, andif he is being de- 
frauded and made to drink bad beer, one 
would imagine that Mr. Morgan and his com- 
rades would be the first to come to his rescue 
and denounce the “tyrant capitalist ” who 
was trying o deprive the workingman of his 
glass of cool, refreshing beer. 

This determination of the assembly not to 
interfere in a matter in which so many of its 
members are interested personally is another 
illustration of the unwillingness of labor lead- 
ers to touch the liquor question, directly or 
indirectly. They fight as shy of it as Senator 
Hill does of committing himself on free silver. 
These leaders know that one of the troubles 
with many working people is that they occa- 
sionally spend too much money for liquor, 
and that the low wages of which they often 
complain are due to the fact that they have 
impaired their own value by drink. Yet they 
never speak a word to them on the subject. 

The assembly might have taken this matter 
up, collected figures showing how much 
the wageworkers of this city have. been paying 
for inferior beer, and then suggested to them 
that it might have been better had they put 
most of thé money in building associations, 
The showing of wasted money would be such 
as to make some of the workmen ask them- 
selves whether it might not be better instead 
of going on a strike against employers for 
higher wages, in which they may or may not 
be successful, to go on a brief strike against 
the saloons and raise their pay and improve 
their health at the same time. 

But the assembly would rather pass resolu- 
tions setting forth the sinfuiness of capital 
and the sinlessness of labor than to run the 
risk of affronting the latter by intimating that 
it might get along more comfortably if it did 
not drink quite so much, The labor politi- 
cians are too fond of popularity to tell their 
followers useful but unpleasant truths. 


ConeressMan Harton has got his bill through 
the House at last. And it was rushed through, 
only fifteen minutes being allowed for debate. 
Some very strong speeches were made 
in opposition to it, but the measure attracted 
an affirmative vote of 168, with only 4 
in the negative. There is some question as to 
the exact shape in which the bill was pre- 
sented, but ro doubt its form is sufficiently 
explicit to show a desire to cut off every kind 
of what is called option tradmg in produce. 
Parmer Hatch is reported to have been so 
much excited that the perspiration rolled in 
huge streams from his face while‘ telling of 
85 rrors of wind sales which are going on 
every day on the Chicago Board of Trade from 
11 o’clock to 4.“ Doubtless he thinks he has 
done a good thing for his farmer constituents, 

and it is devoutly to be hoped his misdirected 
efforts in their behalf will prove to have done 
then: no harm. But this result can only be 
obtained by having the bill fail to become a 
law. The bill is one ofthe most outrageous 
attempts ever made in a free country to in- 
terfere with the liberty of the citizens and the 
course of commerce. If it should be the 
means of killing off some abuses that are oc- 
casionally developed m speculative trading, 
like the Pardridge deal of a few weeks ago, it 
will be at the cost of a great deal more harm 
than it wasintended to prevent. The act may 
prove to be equally foolish with that of the 
man who set fire to hie house in trying to get 
rid of a wasp’s nest iu the roof. 


Tun senior Democratic organ begs the 
members of its perty in the House of Repre- 
sentatives to pass every tariff bill which has 
been submitted by the Committee on Ways 
and Means, and then come to Chicago, where 
they will be heartily welcomed as men who 
have done their duty. It us not likely that 
this advice will be taken. The indications 
are that the Democrats will do nothing more 
regarding the tariff than they have done al- 
ready. They will not even make an attempt 
to down the sugar trust nor will they try to 
have the sugar bounty ‘provision of the tariff 
law repealed.

Several of the 
trustees, however, favor the canal route, 
notably Mr. Bolden weck. re has been 
some fear expressed lest a quorum be not 
present at the meetings of the board today 
and tomorrow. Mr. Boldenweck left last 
night with the Chicago Blaine club for Min- 
neapolis. Dr. Gilmore is also out of the city 
and it was not known yesterday whether he 
would return in time. 

Ossian Guthrie announced to the public 
Sunday that he would keep open house yester- 
day at his office in the First Methodist Church 
block to receive all persons who intended to 
bid on the drainage canal work, and give them 
whatever information he concern- 
ing the nature of the soil formation down the 
Desplaines Valley. Only a few, however, 
availed themselves of the privilege.

They’re 
afraid to kick. In fact, the saloonkeepers do 
not care much for the quality of beer. They 
will sell anything. They are the worst wolves 
of the business. Brewers have backed them 
until they have developed into sharks. I 
know of a saloonkeeper who wanted a brewer 
to lend him $5,000, without interest, and he 
promised in consideration of that loan that he 
vou buy beer from him, He did not get the 
oan. 3 

“The beer being made how in Chicago to 
meet the cut rates is corn beer.’ Beer can 
be made quickly from corn; it cannot from 
hops. There should be a law to prevent corn 
beer being brewed. It is but slop. _ Chicago 
is flooded with it now. No judge of beer will 
drink beer in Chicago now. I think it will go 
on from bad to worse until we have a law that 
will limit the number of saloons or make the 
courts issue saloon licenses instead of allow- 
ing the matter to depend on political pull. In 
Philadelphia they only allow one saloon to 
1,000 people; in Pittsburg the courts issue the 
lheenses to saloons. In Chicago there is a 
saloon to every 200 persons. This is too much, 
It leads to poor beer and poor profits, It 
should be remedied.” 

Fifty barber shops in the south end of the 
South Side advanced their price of shaving 
yesterday from 10 to 15 cents. There were 
some protests, but as a rule there was little 
dissatisfaction with the advance.

ISOLATING HUSPITALS DEMANDED, 


The National Conference of State Boards of 
Health in Session.
